When 
God formed Adam of the dust of the 
ground, the body was not the soul; nei­ 
ther w’as the breath <>f life which God 
breathed, or blew' into his nostrils, the 
soul. 
The body was inanimate, life­ 
less, until God breathed into the nos­ 
trils the breath of life and the result 
was a living, breathing, anim ate being, 
then for the first time properly termed 
a soul. The word soul is not applied 
to man only. Animals are souls. In the 
first, second, and ninth chapters of 
Genesis, the words “living, soul” are 
applied in the Hebrew language to the 
lower animals nine times. 
Man as a 
soul Is different from the lower ani­ 
mals or souls by reason of his higher 
organism; he has superior mental en­ 
dowments. 
He Is the highest order of 
animal creation.

Essie Carter, crossed his pathway and 
Apparently infatuated him, wall the 
result that his conduct became dis­ 
graceful, intolerable and crimh.al. It 
was very humiliating to my family. 
‘The municipal officers appealed to 
ne, and while advising me that he

heir relations to an end. 
“Thereupon I had a personal con­ 
ference with Essie Carter, and stated 
to her my po. ition in the matter and 
requested her to leave the city of 
Dawson. This she did.

FILTH OF THE HOG PEN 


No Reason W hy Every “S ty ” Should 
Not Be Sanitary. 


The filthy pigsty is an extremely 
offensive and dangerous nuisance 
It 
is a great breeding place for files, 
which are the most active agents in 
spreading disease, and is frequently 
the source of water contamination 
and the cause of preventable r,uses of 
typhoid and scarlet fever, because the 
filth that accumulates in the pig pen 
often seeps away and is washed away 
by the rain so that it pollutes the 
water supply. 
The custom of feeding gar age to 
hogs is the i ause of much 
of 
the 
filth of the hog pen, as too little care 
is taken to gather up and dispose of 
the remnants of decayed food left by 
the swine. 
The pig pen should be cleansed j 
daily and the refuse gathered up and | 
burned. 
The filthy pig sty has be- \ 
come a national institution, but there 
is no reason why every pig pen should 
not be sanita*y. 
Comparatively little attention will 
make the pig-sty sanitary and rob it 
of its dangerous and offensive fea­ 
tures. If it prevents you or your fam­ 
ily from contracting typhoid fever it 
is worth while.—Missouri State Medi­ 
cal Association. St. Louis.
